In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The interview focused on the rejections set forth in the Non-Final 
Office Action mailed 6/14/2007. With respect to the 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd Paragraph rejection of claims 1-3 and 16-17, 
Mr. Ruch and Ms. Grazier suggested an amendment to claim 1 wherein the dose of 1 to 50 mg/tumor volume (cm3) will 
be clarified so as to clearly reflect that the dose of 1 to 50 mg is per cm3 of tumor volume. Such an amendment will 
obviate the 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd Paragraph rejection. With respect to the 35 U.S.C. 103 rejection of claims 1-3 and 16- 
17 over Casciari et al. in view of PP-1457 and Stedman's Medical Dictionary, Applicants argue two points. Firstly, 
Applicants argue that there is no motivation to combine the references. Secondly, Applicants argue they have 
demonstrated unexpected synergy as evidenced in the 35 U.S.C. 1132 Declaration filed 4/14/2006. With respect to 
the argument of unexpected results, the Examiner argued that the results are not commensurate in scope with the 
claims and are thus unpersuasive to obviate the 103 rejection. However, the Examiner indicated he would give 
favorable consideration to claims limited to the treatment of stomach tumors using the combined benzyl alcohol and 
vitamin C. Applicants also propose amending claim 1 such that a ratio of 0.1:1 to 10:1 vitamin C to benzyl alcohol is 
administered. Support for such an amendment is found in the Specification at page 8.
